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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Damon Ashcraft on January 10, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 25, in line 1 after "of claim" deleted "23" and replaced with -21-. 

In claim 40, in line 1 1 after "c) " deleted "two glass sheets attached to both the 

interior side and the exterior side of the frame to enable one glass sheet to 
cover one side of the planar barrier and the other glass sheet to cover the 
other side of the planar barrier" and replaced with -a first barrier sheet 
attached to the interior side of the frame to cover the planar barrier; and 
d) a second barrier sheet attached to the exterior side of the frame to 
cover the planar barrier-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 21 , Catalano et al. (US 2,990,880) disclose the claimed barrier 
system with the exception of comprising a planar barrier disposed within the frame 
comprised of a plurality of strips with barbs; a first barrier sheet attached to the interior 
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side of the frame to cover the planar barrier; and a second barrier sheet attached to the 
exterior side of the frame to cover the planar barrier. 

As to claim 31 , Catalano et al. disclose the claimed barrier system with the 
exception of comprising a planar barrier disposed within the frame comprised of a 
plurality of strips with razors; a first barrier sheet attached to the interior side of the 
frame to cover the planar barrier; and a second barrier sheet attached to the exterior 
side of the frame to cover the planar barrier. 

As to claim 40, Catalano et al. disclose the claimed barrier system with the 
exception of comprising a planar barrier located between the interior and exterior sides 
of he frame comprised of a plurality of strips with a plurality of razors; a first barrier 
sheet attached to the interior side of the frame to cover the planar barrier; and a second 
barrier sheet attached to the exterior side of the frame to cover the planar barrier. 

There is no teaching or suggestion, absent the applicants' own disclosure, for 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
barrier system as disclosed by Catalano et al. to have the above mentioned elemental 
features.
